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BETS PAID ON SHARKEY. 


FAILURES FOR 
THE 
WEEK 
SHOW A DECREASE. 


Strong Ground For the Confidence in 
the National T r a d e — Wheat Break* 
Sharply After Advancing All the 
Week 'Cotton Good* Are Selling 
W ell—Production Increasing._____

New York, Dec. 5.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“The classified failures for Novem­ 
ber show a gratifying reduction com­ 
pared with those of October, and are 
especially important as showing that 
the peculiar disturbance during 
the 
presidential campaign, which swelled 
failures $36,000,000 in August and Sep­ 
tember, did not prevent quick returns 
to a monthly aggregate scarcely great­ 
er than that of May. Defaulted liabil­ 
ities in eleven months have been $198,- 
728,459, against $148,544,202 last year. 
The increase is only $14,000,000 outside 
of those two months, and this remain­ 
ing increase of only IO per cent, was 
also in part due to the alarm during the 
campaign. 
The decline of failures to 
about 40 per cent. of the September ag­ 
gregate gives stronger ground for the 
confidence so generally expressed. 
“Ground for confidence is also found 
in the abandonment of two of the larg­ 
est combinations by which the iron in­ 
dustry has been retarded, and the pos­ 
sibility that two others will be aban­ 
doned. 
The immediate effect of the 
breaking of prloes is to check large 
buying of iron and steel products, but 
it will soon be seen about where prices 
are to range. 
“The coke combination has changed 
its method so that contracts are openly 
made below prices recently ruling, and 
there is some 
portion of consumers 
among the producing interests. 
An­ 
thracite sells below the official circu­ 
lar, but better demand is expected with 
revival in manufacturing. 
“Wool manufacturing is waiting, and 
while more concerns are at work, the 
new demand improves but little, with 
more favorable weather. The specula­ 
tive sales of wool continue large. 
“In the cotton manufacture there is 
little change, though goods are selling 
better, but with many added works 
the production exceeds the present de­ 
mand. 
The m arket for raw cotton is 
weak, with middling uplands an eighth 
lower, with over 4,750,000 bales in sight 
by Dec. I, when the crop is usually 
about half in sight, current estimates 
would leave only 3,500,000 
more to 
come forward in nine months, and the 
larger consumption in mills does not 
advance prices. 
Other produce mar­ 
kets have been weaker. 
“Wheat rose to the el&se last week, 
but gradually reacted, and broke sharp­ 
ly Friday, closing 2% cents lower for 
the week. Storms have had some in­ 
fluence, but receipts for the week were 
only 2,964,821 bushels, against 7,014,- 
flll last year. 
The Atlantic 
exports 
were slightly smaller; flour included 
1,992,467 bushels, against 2,326,093 last 
year, but the sharp advance in prices 
would naturally check shipments. Mill­ 
ing returns at the four largest western 
centers show a decrease of 28,490 bar­ 
rels for the week, and a further de­ 
crease is expected, owing to diminish­ 
ing export demand for flour. 
“Failures for the week have been 379 
in the United States, against 324 last 
year, and in Canada 55, against 52 last 
year.”

from cashing the certificate pending 
the effort of Fitzsimmons to “prove 
fraud and conspiracy,” and declined 
to pay the money. Lynch threatened 
to bring suit against the honk and the 
manager for the amount of the certifi­ 
cate, and also for damages for refusal 
to cash it. 
Sharkey has ten days in which to an­ 
swer the complaint filed by Fitzsim­ 
mons, and it is not expected that the 
legal'fight will be hurried. The pool­

Sharkey were made happy.

Washington, Dec. 5.—Thean nual re­ 
port of Secretary of the Interior Fran­ 
cis was made public Friday. It pro­ 
poses a solution of the vexed problem 
of the bond-aided roads, dealB exhaus­ 
tively with the pension administration, 
reviews the progress of the Dawes com­ 
mission negotiations and touches upon 
various m atters of especial significance 
in the west. 
The report opens with a discussion of 
the public domain. It shows that tho 
total number of acres disposed of up 
to June 30 last was 946,000,000, leav­ 
ing public domain still vacant esti­ 
mated at over 600,000,000, not including 
the district of Alaska, with an area of 
over 369,000,000 acres.

other similar commercial 
bodies 
In 
cities of 9,000 or more inhabitants, ac­ 
cording to the census of 1890, the basis 
of representation to be as tabulated 
and according 
to the 
population of 
such cities, for the purpose of consid­ 
ering and suggesting such legislation 
as may in their judgment he necessary 
to place the currency system of the 
country upon a sound and permanent 
basis. In behalf of this call, the con­ 
ference submits that the fact that the 
necessity for such legislation exists is 
generally conceded by business men.” 
The call urges the buiness men of 
the country to consider it their duty 
to take an active interest in this con­ 
vention, and proceeds: 
“We are justified, in the light of the 
recent presidential election, in saying 
that the voters of the nation are op­ 
posed to any plan of currency reform 
involving the use of any money which 
will place in jeopardy the honor or 
the credit of our country. Please ap­ 
point only those who will attend and 
report the names of your delegates as 
soon as possible to H. H. Hanna, chair­ 
man of executive committee, Indian­ 
apolis, Ind.”

R. E. Preston, the director of the mint, 
shows original gold bullion deposited 
at the mints and assay offices during 
the year was valued at $68,769,383. The 
original silver bullion deposited repre­ 
sented a coinage value of $11,672,077.

for 
subsidiary coinage under the provis­ 
ions of section 3,526, revised statutes, 
was 184,578 fine ounces, costing $122,- 
429.

Clveland is firmly convinced that as 
long as these promissory notes of the 
government are constantly reissued as 
fast as they are redeemed by the gov­ 
ernment, there can be no permanent 
settlement of the finances of the coun­ 
try upon a stable basis.

The Development cf Power Is tbs Qb 
ject of All Educational 
W ork— 
Philosophy Underlying the College 
Corricu’ura Hastily Sketched—Fo^t 
ball Has Its Place. 


President Charles Kendall Adams of 
tho State university, nad ail audience 
th at filled the Congregational church 
last evening, and one that heard him 
with the most manifest appreciation 
Superintendent D. D. 
Mayne intro­ 
duced him. 
Preceding the address 
was music by the High school orches­ 
tra. 
President Adams’ theme was “ Suc­ 
cess In Education. ' 
He attacked the 
moderen tendency to multiply studies, 
declaring, amid applause, that pupils 
were given a little of this and a little 
of that, and a little of the other, but 
pot much of anything, 
He did Dot 
believe th at success lay in the specific 
things learned in school. 
The details 
of Latin, Greek, higher mathematic*, 
history, ohemistry and botany were 
forgotten by most college grad ates 
long befoie middle life. They worked 
together, however—notably the four 
first named—to give that fundam ental 
education which is the basis of all 
education. 
The purpose of true edu­ 
cation was to develope the powers of 
discriminating observation, judgment, 
and mathematical reasoning, and with 
all these the quality 
of courage. 
Nothing ever had been found to de­ 
velop the first-named power like the 
study of language—tho more higly in­ 
flected the better. 
For the develop ­ 
ment of judgm ent reliance is placed 
on history—the record of man’6 deal­ 
ings with man, and the atnletic sports 
of college life, the speaker believed, 
played no part in the development of 
courage. 
The piesent sports were all 
in the right direction. 
Of foot ball 
in particular he said: 
"I am a believer in the game, cot 
because it is capable of exciting large 
crowds to a higher pitch than any 
other game ever played, but because it 
cultivates win aud courage more per­ 
fectly than any other game. 
It re­ 
quires courage, moral restraint, alert­ 
ness of perception, exercise of will to 
keep within the bounds of the game 
There is also an element of danger, 
but it la not the most dangerous game. 
It is rough, but statistics show that 
more people have been permanently 
injured and even killed playing base 
bail; a larg e' percentage have been 
drowned while skating and s&ilboat- 
ing, and yew the public has never 
made any outcry against these sports. 
I d ii esay ten times as many have been 
injured aud killed 
riding bicycles, 
though I don't know the statistics 
The elem ent of danger ia very slight, 
but there has been an enormous exag­ 
geration. 
Of course there is the lie 
bility of bruises and hard knocks, but 
one must receive these all through 
life, and why not prepare for them. 
Courage, will and 
self restraint are 
cultivated in this game as 
in no 
other.” 
President A ctins closed with a plea 
for more atte*' -ion to the moral anc 
ethical side of education. 
Weakness 
in this respect he considered the sari 
ous defect of our school system. 
At the close of the address an in 
•formal reception was held in

church parlors.

~ Before taking a step which would 
exhaust the ability of the city to make 
any other public improvements for 
many years, we should consider what 
public improvements other than w ater 
works are needed. 
The greatest need 
is a system of sewerage. 
The central 
portion of the city is honey combed 
w ith cess pools and vaults which pol* 
lute the air and w ater of wells, and 
breed the w orst forms of disease. 
To defray the city’s just proportion 
of the expense of constructing sewers 
would require a large increase of city 
indebtedness. 
We shall also need to renew our 
bridges witin a few years. 
If we purchase the w ater works, our 
resources and ability to raise money 
will be exhausted, and we should be 
unable to secure any other publie im­ 
provements for tw enty-five years to 
come. 
The city now has all the advantages 
from the w ater works th a t it could 
have if it owned them. 
The w ater is 
excellent, the service good and the 
expense to the city and to consumers 
governed by a contract fixing the rates 
to be charged which was draw n r by 
Mr. W inans when acting as mayor, 
for the purpose of fulty protecting the 
city and its inhabitants in this regal d 
8hould Not Be Busied 
We should not be misled by consid> 
orations which are practically unim­ 
portant. 
The conduct of the w ater 
company presenting 
an 
incorrect 
statem ent in the first instance and 
the conduct of those who have repre 
vented the city in incurring the ex-1 
pense of useless litigation cannot a t 
all effect the question 
whether it 
would be a good thing for the city to 
purchase, if it could. 
The statem ent

w ater company and has been so veri­ 
fied th a t all unprejudiced citizens con­ 
cede it to be correct, and those who 
have acted for the city have personal 
grudge to satisfy have now had fair 
opportunity to do so a t the city ex 
pause.

Let U6 drop this foolishness about 
purchasing the w ater works and go 
about securing improvements which 
we have not and cannot get through 
private enterprise. 
A mere change of the ownership o 
the w ater works will give no advant­ 
ages not already enjoyed; while the 
constuction of a system of sewerage 
should be regarded as a necessity aud 
would bring great advantages. 
The 
greatest of course is the preservation 
of health by removing an inducing 
cause of virulent diseases, and per­ 
haps, the second*is the great comfort 
and convenience to all who wish to 
get rid of the offenseive cess pool and 
vault nuisance. 
Another considersW t 
advantage would come from the ex­ 
penditure of a good share of the cost 
of sewerage a t home, among our own 
citizens. 
T he construction of a sewerage 
system would furnish employment to 
a large num ber of idle men, ms ny of 
whom are residents of Janesville. 
Probably * s much labor would be re­ 
quired as was necessary to construct 
the w ater works, and while perhaps 
this consideration is a minor one, it is 
entitled to some weight in the discus­ 
sion.

Moreover, the improvement cf oar 
streets and the consequent beautify 
lug of the city are depot dent upon a 
good sewerage system of sufficient cm 
pacity 
to carry off ail the surface 
w aters and perm it the doing of more 
efficient good work. 
Can you afford to w ait twenty-five J 
years for these and similar improve­ 
ments? 
May it not become desirable, and 
even necessary, for the welfare of the 
city, th at iv be able to raise money for 
v a r i o u s purposes in the future, and is 
ii good business for it to so tie its 
hands by purchasing w ater works, 
t . a t its power of borrowing money is 
indefinitely exhausted?

them. 
People who have been so ac 
commodated, however, have agreed ic 
replace all the defective wiring at 
oLce, and work is now under way. 
The wiring of many buildings has 
been so 
defective th a t the use of 
incandescent lights has been forbid­ 
den.
